DeGroot Resigns Presidency; 
Priest Steps Into Vacancy 


ASMPC president John DeGroot resigned from his executive office Tuesday and later claimed that 
student government here has been “split and “chaotic.” The resignation was announced at a cabinet meet- 
ing, at the close of which DeGroot literally handed over the gavel of his office to former senate president 


pro-tempore Ed Priest. 


Priest, DeGroot said, is the new executive head as stipulated by the presidential succession principles 
outlined in the ASMPC constitution. Priest accepted and made no statements regarding his new office. 

DeGroot’s mid-term resignation is believed to be unprecedented in the history of the executive office. 
Urged to explain his official statement which tersely attributed his action to “personal reasons,’ DeGroot 
named several factors which he said lead to his abandonment of the chief executive post.

Divided Government 


The ex-president claimed that 
personal ill-feeling directed at him 
by certain senate members has 
“divided student government and 
made it impossible to get things 
done.” He _ said the office of 
ASMPC president “is not shown 
its proper respect” by members of 
student government nor by the col- 
lege administration. DeGroot said 
student government suffers from an 
“ingrained apathy” shown by the 
student body in general. 

“IT can’t say that my resigning 
will solve anything but I feel that 
student government wasn’t getting 


anywhere.” 
DeGroot criticized some student 
legislators who “don’t research 


proposed laws. They bring bills to 
the senate that you can see are un- 
constitutional by glancing through 
them.” 

The committee system, which 
would enable disputes over bills to 
be ironed out in an orderly manner, 
DeGroot said, has deteriorated. 


Senate Haggling 


The ex-president said there is 
scant debate in the senate, though 
there is “haggling.” 

And at the other end of the ex- 
treme, according to De Groot, some 
senate members “simply vote ac- 
cording to how their friends vote.” 

He claimed that a “student 
government clique” exists, the 
members of which are mainly con- 
cerned with each other.” 

DeGroot claimed that an apath- 
etic student body constricts stu- 
dent government here. He said 
that too few students show inter- 
est in student jzovernment and 
many of what he termed “the in- 
telligent people’ on campus ap- 
parently aren’t interested in hold- 
ing office. He said that “only a 
few of the people in student gov- 
ernment are on the dean’s list.” 


Accomplishments 


“With all the difficulties in stu- 
dent government, I suppose main- 
taining the status quo and beating 
back retrogressive ideas have been 
the biggest accomplishments dur- 
ing my time in office.” 


DeGroot Confident 


DeGroot expressed confidence 
in the new student body president. 
“He’s willing to compromise and 
wheel and deal and work with peo- 
ple.” The ex-president said his own 
experiences in student government 
during this and past semesters have 
been worthwhile, though he does- 
n’t intend to hold an office here 
again. 

DeGroot said he would miss 
working in ASMPC affairs. 

Six automobile stickers each of 
which entitles the bearer to park 
in faculty areas, are distributed 
among the hierarchy of student of- 
fice holders. DeGroot promised to 
return his. 

“T’ll miss that,” he said. 


Special ASMPC 
Election Called 


Newly installed AS MPC 
president Ed Priest this week 
called for a special ASMPC 
election to fill two current va- 
cancies in the student senate 
and the vacant office of ASM- 
PC vice president. 


The election is planned to be 
held Wednesday in the Library 
Patio from 11 to 2 p.m. Candi- 
dates’ petitions will be due 
Tuesday at 1 p.m. 


Panel to Debate 
Mid East Conflict 


Conflict between Arab nations 
and Israel will be debated April 4 
at noon in the Library Lecture 
Room. 


A panel will examine the causes 
and possible solutions to the Mid- 
dle East situation. Instructor Carl 
Pohlhammer will moderate. 


The question to be posed is 
“What do you consider to be the 
main source of friction between the 
Arab states and Israel, and how 
should the conflict be resolved?” 
Emphasis will be placed on ques- 
tions from the audience, however. 


Each member of the four-man 
panel will have five minutes in 
which to make an opening state- 
ment. Questions will then be di- 
rected to the panel members.

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Audio-VisualDepartment 
Performs Varied Services

You’d think that the staff of the 
AV office would be satisfied with 
their record of efficiently serving 
the audio-visual needs of the ad- 
ministration, faculty and students. 


But they’re not. 


Ask any of the eight people who 
work in that small office across 
from the Library and they’ll tell 
you about the new Lecture Forum 
building, scheduled for completion 
in May of 1968. They’ll tell you 
with more than a little pride of just 
how much better service can be 
provided using the most modern 
and advanced of audio-visual tech- 
niques and equipment. 


As for now, the eight A-V staff- 
ers go about their 101 different 
jobs with hardly a second notice 
from the campus population, It is 
taken for granted that the film pro- 
jector will be ready and working, 
the music appreciation tape will be 
all set, and the overhead projection 
equipment will be available at any 
time. And the man who makes sure 
of all this is manager Don Robison, 
under the overall direction of Mr. 
Leon Fletcher, coordinator of In- 
structional Services. 


Varied Services 


“Our service is in three parts,” 
Robison says. “First, service to the 
student in the form of equipment in 
the A-V Room. We provide listen- 
ing facilities for tapes and records, 
a languawe lab, and use of overhead 
projectors for class projects. If 
the student’s project is connected 
with the school, we will do all that 
we can to provide him with the 
proper equipment.” 


“We also serve the faculty by 
ordering movies and making tapes 
of the instructor’s lectures. For 
the administration we perform 
those services and make signs in 
addition.” 


Robison noted the new Lecture 
Forum is especially significant be- 
cause of the advanced methods of 
serving students and faculty with 
new techniques of projection for 
films or lectures. A diagram de- 
tailing the innovations is now be- 
ing displayed in the A-V office. 


Lab Neglected 


Although overall use of A-V 
facilities has increased 30 to 35 
per cent in the last year, Robison 
commented that one feature is be- 
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ing neglected by students. This is 
the languaze lab. 

“We once had the language lab 
open a full 15 hours a week. Now 
it’s down to five hours a week since 
it costs money to keep the lab op- 
erating. Of course, if we had more 
requests for its use, we could 
make it available longer.” 

One of the first things a visitor 
to the A-V is the 


extensive record collection. There 


office notices 


are about 1,500 recordings avail- 
able for taping or just listening, 
Classical music is well represented 


here, and if your tastes are towards 
jazz, the A-V Room has everything 
from Johnny Dodds and His 
Washboard Six to the Ornette 
Coleman Trio. 


Equipment damage or theft has 
proved to be no problem, Robison 
says. “We've only had one theft in 
three years (it was a mike) and we 
rarely have to replace equipment. 
Why, there’s one projector we have 
that’s ten years old.” This doesn’t 
mean that accidents don’t occa- 
sionally happen. Once the take-up 
reel of a projector got. stuck 
against the side of a wall and the 
result was 900 feet of film for some 
unfortunate A-V staffer to pick up 
off the floor and rewind. 

Limitations 

Robison explained that some- 
times the listening facilities just 
aren't biz enough to serve a large 
number of students. When a music 
exam is coming up, for instance, 
the listening room will be filled to 
capacity. Sometimes even the six 
listening channels are too few for 
students wanting to hear a variety 
of tapes. “Our policy is that the 
students working on class assign- 
ments get first priority on the 
channels,’ one A-V worker em- 
phasized. “Only after them come 
those who listen to tapes or records 
for enjoyment alone.” 


The staff consists of manager 
Robison, four assistants, a typist, 
a language lab staffer, and an elec- 
tronics specialist. ‘““They are not 
A-V majors, but all have mechani- 
cal or clerical ability as well as a 
knowledge of how to get along 
with people,” Robison explained. 


“When you deal with people in a 
public service like this, courtesy 
and tact are great assets.”
